H.  A.  Seaverns,  Esq.,  presid- 
ed, and  at  the  opening  of  the  meeting 
after  music  by  tiie  bind,  made  a  few 
remarks.  He  said  that  he  had  foughi 
in  ihe  war  had  always  been  a  Repub 
lican  and  never  saw  any  reason  to 
change,  as  that  party  had  always  been 
loyal  to  those  principles  for  which  he 
had  fought.  Speaking  of  candidates 
he  said  that  admitting  all  the  slander 
against  Blaine  to  be  true,  and  bcliev 
ing  simply  what  Cleveland  admitted 
about  himself  he  would  say, 
thousand  times,  yps,  give  us  the  Re- 
publican candidate,"  He  has  been 
asked  how  he  himself  as  a  temperance 
man  could  desert  the  cause  by  no 
voting  for  St.  John.  He  always  re 
plies  that  he  has  but  one  vote,  an, 
he  sees  no  reason  why  ,  directly  or  in 
direclly,  he  should  be  instrumental  It 
the  election  of  men  whom  he  could 
not  aud  would  not  vote  for,  He  then 
introduced  Mr.  Elijah  A.  Morse  of 
Canton,  who  held  the  attention  of  the 
audience  for  over  an  hour.  Speak- 
ing of  the  temperance  quesli 
said:  No  body  is  a  more  rabid  Pro- 
hibitionist than  fj  no  one  will  go  tq 
greater  extremes  than  I  for  the  sin> 
prcssion  of  the  great  evil  intcmper- 
ance.  Of  course  ellher  Blaine  01 
Cleveland  will  be  the  next  President 
of  this  repuhlic.  To  vote  for  a  third 
candidate  is  tq  throw  a  vote  away, 
This  every  fair-minded  Prohibitionist 
knows,  hut  they  say  vote  for  prin- 
ciple, regardless  of  consequences. 
Did  you  ever  hear  of  the  Liquor 
Leagues  ,  Brewers'  Associations,  etc., 
organulng  and  votjng  for  a  tl|lrd 
candidate?  No;  they  ally  themselves 
wid?  the  same  great  party  for 
free  ruin,  and  which  Is  down  011 
all  temperance  legislation.  That  par- 
ty has  always  been  the  democratic 
party.  On  {he  other  hand  all  that 
the  Prohlbltonlsu  have  achieved  has 
been  from  the  hands  of  the  Rcpubl  i- 
can  pany.  But  tbe  Prohibitionists 
tell  me  vole  as  you  pray.  So  J  do  but 
I  never  prayed  for  the  elevation  of 
Cleveland  to  the  Presidency,  ft  must 
bo  remembered  that  constitutional 
prohibition  was  secured  In  Kansns, 
Iowa  and  Maine  without  any  third 
party.  Mr.  Morse's  address  was  fre- 
quently Interrupted  by  enthusiastic 
applause,  and  was  Interspersed  with 
llluslratloui  humorous  and  pathetii

Plvmouth  and  Bay  Conference. 
Noiwithstanding  the  rawness  of  the 
weather  and  the  showers  in  the  fore- 
noon, a  congregation  that  completely 
filled  the  auditorium,  and  partly  filled 
the  parlor  of  the  Unitarian  Church 
assembled  on  Thursday  last.  The 
exercises  of  the  day  began  with  a  de- 
votional meeting  led  by  Rev.  J.  M. 
Pratt  of  Pembroke,  who  was  tollowed 
by  several  other  speakers.  Next  in 
order  was  a  discourse  preached  by 
Rev.  Professor  Francis  G.  Peabody  of 
the  Cambridge  Divinity  School,  on 
the  topic,  "The  Parahle  of  the  Vac- 
uum." The  subject  announced  had 
been  an  enigma  to  the  delegates  un- 
til it  appeared  that  the  vacuum  was 
the  peril  of  moral  and  intellectual  in- 
action which  is  apt  to  follow  any  peri- 
od of  ungual  zeal.  This  was  admira- 
bly illustrated  by  the  parable  of  the 
house  from  which  an  unclean  spirit 
was  cast  out,  but  which  became  the 
abode  of  seven  worse  devils,  hecause 
it  was  left  emfly  afier  being  swept  and 
garnished.  The  parable  may  be  found 
Matthew  11:43.  The  lesson  of  the 
discourse  was  an  appeal  for  more 
earnestness  and  devotional  feeling  i 
the  Unitarian  body.  Speakers  who 
followed  agreed  that  progress  in  this 
1  had  been  very  marked  dur- 
ing the  past  twenty-five  years. 

on  an  abundant  collation  was 
furnished  by  the  Scituate  parish  in 
the  Grand  Army  Hall,  at  which  about 
two  hundred  and  fifty  sat  down. 

In  the  afternoon  resolutions  were 
offered  by  Rev.  H.  P.  Collier  with  a 
view  to  making  the  Conference  more 
strictly  a  delegate  body,  and  a  cpm- 
ttee  of  three  were  appointed  to  pre- 
rat  a  plan  at  the  next  session. 
Rev.  Grindall  Reynolds,  secretary 
the  Unitarian   Association,  also 
ide  an  address  on  behalf  of  that 
body,  explaining  iis  work  and  oppor- 
tunities. 

The  closing  address  was  by  Miss 
Abby  May  of  Boston,  niece  of  the 
former  minister  at  So.  Scituate.  She 
presented  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
Conference  and  made  a  very  able  and 
eloquent  appeal  on  its  behalf. 

s  unanimously  agreed  by  the 
delegates  that  the  Scituate  Confer- 
ence was  one  of  the  most  enjoyable 
ever  held,  some  said  the  very  best.

RUNNING  TUB  SlIDES. 

Yon  eerer  "rnu  the  slides,"  eh  ?-neve. 
went  dowa  bills  of  wnter  oa  a  crih  of 
timber  ?— never  enjoyed  tbe  pleasure 
a  showor-latb  on  a  small  scoIb  with  all 
yjur  clothes  oa  t — uever  ootlclpoted  that 
you  might  hove  a  dangerous  dnck  la  tho 
river  by  the  crib  emashlngnp?  No? 
Well,  Iheu,  yon  have  missed  a  most  — 
joyablu  seuHutioa.  Unt  come  with  l 
thought,  aod  we  w  ll  eudenvor  to  take 
you  through,  llere  we  are,  then;  on  the 
booms  ot  the  beginning  of  the  Chandlers 
Hli.tes  in  the  riclnily  of  Uochesler's  saw- 
mill.  A  eol Id-looking  crib  Is  npproaeh- 
lng,  being  carried  hy  the  curreat  on  tbe 
bosom  of  the  wnter.  It  is  manned  by  a 
couple  of  muscular  mca,  who  have  n 
sweep  out  apiece  at  the  renr  port  of  the 
raft,  la  order  to  gnlde  It  lato  the  chan- 
nel which  is  now  being  entered.  They 
observe  as  nnd  divine  oar  munloa,  bo  with 
a  cheery  voice  odb  of  them  cries,  "Do 
yoa  wnnt  to  run  the  slides?"  An  nfflrma- 
aaswer  being  givea,  the  crib  Is 
swung  ia  a  little  closer,  aad  the  worde, 
"Jump  obonrd,  then,"  are  heard.  Yoa 
io.  Tho  crih  is  gliding  along  at  the 
of  live  or  six  miles  an  hoar,  aad  the 
feeling  Is  decidedly  pleasant. 

We  nro  now  rapidly  npproacbiag  the 
first  fall,  which  bos  n  descent  of  nbout 
three  feet,  down  which  tho  water  rushes 
lively,  mcrgiog  in  n  turbulent  mass  on 
the  apron  aboat  twenty  yards  below. 
We  are  aow  pnsslng  aader  the  iron 
hridges  on  Bridge  street,  In  tho  vicinity 
of  which  lnrge  nnmhers  of  persons  are 
gathered,  wnlchlng  tbe  cribs  os  they 
pass  down.  The  raftsmen  have  shipped 
their  sweeps  nnd  the  entire  party  are 
standing  upoa  the  npper  timbors,  four 
of  which  form  the  second  tier  of  the  crib, 
their  woight  keeping  tho  lower  ones, 
which  are  kept  together  hy  traverses, 
down  and  in  their  plnces.  The  crib  be- 
gins to  move  more  rapidly,  the  vergo  of 
the  falls  is  reached,  and  the  next  la- 
iloat  down  we  go  like  n  shot,  amid  the 
crenkiag  of  the  timbers  aad  tho  eplashiag 
of  the  w  uters,  lato  whnt  nppears  a  per- 
fect caldroa  of  threolealag  wnves  nad 
foam.  But  Instead  of  divlag  Into  it  nad 
being  swamped,  the  angry  waters  are 
driven  before  tho  crih,  which  seems  to 
rest  for  a  moment  npoathe  apron  heforo 
gliding  swiftly  aloag  to  the  next  fall. 
Down  we  go,  over  n  coaplo  more  of  the 
fells,  uxperienclag  tho  same  feeling  as 
at  tbe  first,  oaiy  more  so  if  anything,  as 
a  conplo  of  saw-logs  hnve  nlded  mater- 
ially In  shnkiag  as  np,  readerlng  It  nec- 
essary to  cronoh  and  cling  to  the  timber 
npoa  which  we  aro  standing  Iu  order  to 
keep  oar  footlag. 

Finally  the  last  fall  Is  reached,  which 
la  the  most  sensational  of  the  lot.  For 
forty  or  fifty  yards  at  the  end  of  tho 
slide  the  water  is  dnrk  nad  aagry  look- 
lag-,  hoviag  attained  quite  n  velocity,  It 
rushes  along  In  jagged  wnves  aad  min- 
gles with  tbe  Ottawa  In  a  masR  of  foam.

Egypt  is  no  longer  famous  for  fino  linen 
oven  its  cotton  and  woolen  staffs  aro  coarse, 
and  Its  silk  of  poor  quality.  The  tar 
howovcr,  have  not  forgotten  their  cunning 
in  oaring  morocco  leather,  and  tho  lovo  of 
ornament,  extending  beyond  slippors,  sup- 
ports goldsmiths  lu  all  tho  small  towns.

ThiB  gentleman  poRscsscd  a  conrago  nnd 
enierjiriso  Hint  no  obotnolo  could  dauut, 
m  d  ho  determined  to  enter  tho  rich  field 
Iben  monopolized  by  tho  English  nud 
Dutch  East  India  Compauios.  Accord- 
ingly, in  179-1,  he  dispnlehod  tbo  ship 
aranil  Tark,  uuder  Cnpt.  Jouatlina  Ia- 
gersoil,  to  tbo  Capo  of  Good  Hope  ou  o 
mercautiloreconnolssauco,  to  discover  tho 
needs  and  enpoeity  of  tho  Easlorn  market 
She  returned  in  less  than  n  year  with  tho 
information  soaght,  wusqnioklyreloadod, 
and  ontho28lhofNovomber,  1785,  cleared 
for  tho  Islo  of  Franee,  with  inetruetioaB 
to  proceed  thenco  to  Canloa  by  way  of 
Batnvia.  Tho  ehip  was  bidon  with  uutivo 
products— fish,  flow,  proviBious,  tobneco, 
siiirits— and  mado  a  eaccessfal  voyage, 
roturuihg  in  Juno,  f 787,  witli  a  cargo  of 
teas,  silks  and  nankeens,  the  first  vessel 
from  Now  England,  if  not  from  America, 
to  enter  into  competition  with  tho  incor- 
porated companies  of  the  Old  World 
Her  success  sccme  to  hnvo  oloctriflod  the 
merchants  of  Sal  cm,  Boston  aud  N 
York,  and  an  eager  rivalry  for  tlio  trndo 
of  tbo  Orient  ensued,  with  tbe  result  thnt 
srbca  Mr.  Derby's  ship  Aslrea  entered 
Canton  two  years  later  eho  found  fifteen 
American  vessels  thoro  taking  in  cargo, 
four  of  them  belonging  to  our  merehnnt, 
however,  who  had  not  heca  alow  in  im- 
proving his  advantages  as  pioneer.  Tliif 
was  not  thooaly  pioneer  work  thathe  did. 
His  bark  Light  Horse,  in  1781,  first  opened 
American  trnilo  with  Rnssia,  Iu  1788  his 
Bliip  Atlantic  first  displayed  tho  American 
flag  at  Surat,  Calcutta  nnd  Bombay, 
other  did  tho  same  iu  Shun ;  tlio  third 
was  the  first  to  opon  Irado  with  Mocha 
In  1790,  k  is  said,  his  vessels  brought  into

Mnaoge  ia  this  woy,  and  yoa  will  have 
viaegar  ia  six  weeks.  Kemember  thnt 
good  cider  will  mnke  good  vinegar.

To  some  of  our 
citizens  who  have  contributed  the 
sweat  of  their  brow  to  these  extrava- 
gances, with  no  value  received,  these 
losses  will  come  hard.  Let  us  hope 
i'*at  the  notorious  affair  will  turn  out 
bctler  than  the  paper  reports  display 
u.  The  conduct  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Heustis  while  living  at  Ea.  Marahneld 
was  afl  that  one  could  ask  for.  He 
was  very  gentlemanly  in  his  bearing 
not  given  lo  idle  talk,  public  spirited, 
highly  respected  by  our  people  and 
his  death  was  considered  a  lot*  to  the 
cemmunity.
